SUMMARY.  New  orders  for  manufactured  goods  in  April  showed 
little  change  from  March,  up  $0.2  billion  or  0.1  percent  to 
$193.2  billion.  New  orders  reached  a  high  in  December  of 
$201.2  billion,  were  flat  in  January,  and  declined  1.3 
percent  and  2.8  percent  in  February  and  March  respectively. 

Shipments  of  manufactured  goods  increased  $3.9  billion 
or  2.0  percent  to  $194.9  billion,  following  4  months  of 
declines.  Shipments  exceeded  new  orders  in  April  resulting 
in  a  decline  in  unfilled  orders  of  $1.7  billion  or  0.5 
percent  to  $368.7  billion,  the  first  since  a  0.9  percent 
decline  in  November  1985. 

The  book  value  of  manufacturers'  inventories  showed  a 
slight  decline  in  April  of  $0.4  billion  or  0.1  percent  to 
$279.2  billion.  Inventories  have  declined  11  of  the  last  13 
months  since  reaching  a  high  of  $286.2  billion  in  March 
1985.  The  inventory  to  shipments  ratio  in  April  was  1.43, 
down  from  1.46  in  March. 

NEW  ORDERS.  New  orders  for  the  durable  goods  sector  in 
total  were  down  $0.2  billion  or  0.2  percent  to  $104.5 
billion,  with  large  offsetting  movements  in  the  major 
industries.  The  largest  increases  were  in  fabricated 
metals,  up  $1.2  billion  or  9.3  percent  to  $14.4  billion,  and 
nonelectrical  machinery,  up  $0.6  billion  or  3.9  percent  to 
$16.7  billion.  No  particular  industry  dominated  either 
increase.  The  largest  declines  were  in  electrical 
machinery,  down  $1.9  billion  or  11.0  percent  to  $15.2 
billion.  About  two-thirds  of  the  decline  in  electrical 
machinery  was  in  communication  equipment;  within 
transportation  equipment,  a  $2.0  billion  decline  in 
shipbuilding  was  partially  offset  by  a  $1.6  billion  increase 
in  motor  vehicles  and  parts. 

New  orders  for  nondurable  goods  increased  $0.4  billion 
or  0.4  percent  to  $88.7  billion.  A  large  increase  in  the 
chemical  industry  of  $1.1  billion  to  $18.2  billion  was 
partially  offset  by  declines  in  several  industries.  For 
most  of  the  nondurable  goods  industries  new  orders  are  equal 
to  shipments  for  the 


SHIPMENTS. 


Shipments    in   the   durable   goods    sector  were 


up  in  April  $3.4  billion  or  3.3  percent  to  $106.1  billion. 
The  largest  increase  was  in  transportation  equipment,  where 
motor  vehicles  and  parts  increased  $2.0  billion  or  12.2 
percent  to  $18.1  billion,  offsetting  a  12.7  percent  decline 
in  March.  Most  of  the  other  industries  showed  increases 
except  electrical  machinery,  which  declined  $0.8  billion  or 
5.0  percent  to  $15.4  billion. 

Shipments  of  nondurable  goods  increased  $0.5  billion  or 
0.5  percent  to  $88.8  billion,  with  the  specific  industries 
showing  a  mixed  pattern  of  increases  and  decreases.  The 
largest  increase  was  in  chemicals,  up  $1.1  billion  or  6.6 
percent  to  $18.2  billion.  The  largest  declines  were  in 
tobacco  and  petroleum  products,  each  down  $0.6  billion; 
petroleum  products  shipments  have  declined  in  value  from  a 
recent  high  in  November  1985  of  $17.0  billion  to  $12.2 
bi 1 1  ion   in  Apri 1 . 

UNFILLED  ORDERS.  The  decline  in  unfilled  orders  of  $1.7 
billion  was  concentrated  in  the  durable  goods  sector. 
Unfilled  orders  for  nonelectrical  machinery  declined  $1.1 
billion  or  2.0  percent  to  $57.2  billion.  Over  80  percent  of 
the  decline  was  in  office  and  computing  equipment, 
continuing  its  downward  trend.  Most  of  the  other  major 
industries  were  also  down,  except  transportation  equipment 
which  was  up  slightly,  $0.4  billion  or  0.2  percent  to  $160.9 
bill  ion. 

INVENTORIES.  Inventories'of  durable  goods  manufacturers  in 
April  were  down  $0.5  billion  or  0.3  percent  to  $187.8 
billion.  The      largest     declines     were      in     nonelectrial 

machinery  and  primary  metals;  the  largest  increases  were  in 
transportation  equipment  and  electrical  machinery. 
Inventories  of  nondurable  goods  were  up  $0.2  billion  or  0.2 
percent  to  $91.4  billion;  an  increase  in  food  products  of 
$0.4  billion  or  1.9  percent  was  partially  offset  by  declines 
in  petroleum  and  rubber  and  plastics  products. 

By  stage  of  fabrication,  materials  and  supplies  were  up 
0.5  percent,  work  in  process  down  0.6  percent,  and  finished 
goods  down  0.2  percent.  The  materials  and  supplies  increase 
was  mostly   in   the   food   products   industry.
